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Some Precious Gems Have Been Discov- 


erec and General Belief That Valuable 
Diamond Field Wall Some Day 
Be Uncovered 


Fort. Francis, Ont., Feb. 17.—Old 
mining men and prospectors in this re- 
gion do not need to be told by Dr, And 
of the geological survey that great dia- 
mond wealth undoubtedly lies hidden 
in that part of Canada between the 
Great Lakes and Hudson Bay. Jn the 
Rainy River district and in the auni- 
ferous valley of the Seine many 
‘sparklers’ have been obtained from 
Indians and French Canadian voyag- 
curs who had picked them up in their 
wandreings without any idea of the 
character and value. 

At the hamlet of Mine Centre, in 
the Seine river country, George I. 
Douglass is resident agent and assay- 
er for the Rothschild interests, which 
are buying large tracts of land in the 
district that give evidence of gold bear- 
ing quartz. Mr. Douglass was long a 
resident of South Africa. He says the 
geological conformation of the Rainy 
lake, and Seine territories is almost 
identical with that of the Kimberley 
district, 

Forty miles from the mouth of the 
Big Fork river, Which empties into the 
Rainy from northern Minnesota, are 
many ancient mounds of the origin of 
which extends beyond the tradition of 
the Ojibways: — Until recently these 
mounds have been. inviolate, for they 
are in a wild region, little visited by 
white men and acecssible only by ca- 
noc. One summer, however, scientists 
‘from the University of oronto came 
out to explore them, From one of the 
mounds on which a sturdy oak was 
growing a large human skeleton, per- 
fectly preserved, was exhumed. It was 
not that on an Indian, and in the cavi- 
ty whence it was taken were evidences 
of prehistoric civilization, in the form 
of many articles of pottery, sume 
stamped with unique and beautiful de- 
signs. 

Around the skeleton's neck was a 
band of pure copper and a curiously 
wrought necklace of the same metal, 
into which weer interwoven shells and 
colored stones. What arrested the at- 
tention of the exploring party, how- 
ever, was a stone which gleamed from 
the centre of a pendant to the neck- 
lace. At first it was thought to be 
nothing more than a clear piece of 
quartz, but closer examination and 
testing proved that it was a diamond. 

Although half a dozen mounds were 
opened before the party left the region, 
and copper ornaments and pottery 
weer found with skeletons In all of 
them, no more diamonds were un- 
earthed. 

On going out a band of Ojibways 
was met, to whom the articles found in 
the maunds were shown, in the hope of 
obtaining traditions concerning their 
origin. As to the copper the Indians 
were ignorant, but they grunted dis- 
dainfully when shown the pottery and 
the diamond, Specimens of the form- 
er, they said, could be obtained in al- 
most any quantity from the remains of 
ancient pottery works that once ex- 
isted on the banks of the Big Fork, 
near the Big Falls, a few miles up the 
stream, while in the same region glit- 
tering stones of the sort the palefaces 


The first view of the Rockies, on the 
Grand Trunk Pacifle route, is had at the 
McLeod River, one hundred and twenty 
three miles west of Edmonton. This 
view comprises the range to the south 
of Yellowhead,and is about eighty miles 
distant. At Prairie Creek, which is 
practically the entrance to the moun- 
tain region, the railway runs high up on 
a ridge to the south side of the Atha- 
basca River and passengers will be 
afforded one of the best views of the 
Athabasca Valley and the mountains, 
The river at this point Is about three 
hundred feet wide, with a swift cur- 
rent of eight miles an hour. Roche 
Miette, a prominent rocky pinnacle, 
rears itself to the southwest and looms 
up in stately grandeur, This mountain 
is at an elevation of aboue seven thous- 
and feet and is seen from Prairie Creek, 
about twenty miles distant, After leav- 
ing Prairie Creek the line enters Jas- 
per Park, the five thousand square 
miles National Park, reserved by the 
Dominion Government for the prener 
vation of game and for the perpe ual 
propagation of fish and game in that 
section of the country. 

One hundred and ninety-seven miles 
west of Edmonton the railway enters 
What is known on the other transconti- 
nental railways in America as the Foot- 
hills, but in conection with this’ sec- 
tion of the country the term is a mis- 
nomer compared to hills that are found 
on other transcontinental roads. Instead 
of undulating country with hills of a 
low altitude the Grand Trunk Pacific 


seemed fo regard so highly had fre- 
quently been found. 

Startled by the information, the To- 
ronto party rushed on to the Big Falls, 
which marked in the old days the dis- 
puted boundary between the Hudson 
Bay company and the American Fur 
company. There they found an old 
squatter, ‘‘Dan" Campbell. He teok 
them to the ancient pottery fleld oppu- 
site his cabin, and, what was more, 
brought from his pouch, which he car- 
ried three stones of a purity and bril- 
liancy that exceeded that of the one 
found by his visitors, These stones 
he had found during his 30 years uf 
life by the Big Fork, while scratching 
the surface of the pottery fleld with 
his hunting knife. 

Old “Dan" had no idea that his Minds 
were more than quartz, despite the 
care with which he’ had presemed 
them. So sceptical was he of his visi- 
tors’ versions that the stones were da- 
monds that he entrusted them to ucir 
care to be apraised in Toronto and 
their value sent to him. 

Nor were the party mistaken in their 
jJudgment| he four stones were pro- 
nounced to be real gems, weighing 12 
carats and worth $2,500. 

Mr. Douglass’ was sitting in the 
trading post at Mine Centre one afler- 
noon when a. young buck and _his 
squaw entered to exchange pelts for 
provisions. They had come by canve 
50 miles down the Seine valley. Strap- 
ped to.a birch bark frame the mother 
carried a papoose on her back. This 
she took off and leaned the youngster 
against the counter while she Joined 
in her. husbands’ dickering with the 
store keeper, 

Mr, Douglass noticed that the young 
redskin held something firmly in his 
hand, which, every now and then, after 
gazing upon, he tried to put into his 
mouth, but was prevented by the vigil- 
ant mother, Curious to see what kind 
of a toy the Indian baby had. Mr. 
Douglass pried open the little brown 
fist, and there lay scintillating a dia- 
mond as large as a hazel nut. There 
was no mistaking it. In astonishment 
he inquired of the squaw where she 
found the gem. 

“Oh. it,’ she replied contemptuously 
in her guttereral tones, ‘‘my man pick- 
ed it up when he'was getting the poles 
for our teepee up the river."' 

Douglass pulled out a $20 bill and 
offered it to the squaw for the stone. 
But paper money has little significance 
for the Ojibway in the wilds of Cana- 
da. A gleam of averice shot into the 
squaw's cyes and tightened the corners 
of her mouth as she saw how anxious 
the white man was to gel her baby's 
plaything. She shook her head = and 
grunted in a decided negative. 

Douglass smiled, for he knew the 
Ojibway character. 

“Give me all the chickenfeed you've 
gol,"’ he said to the trader. 

The storekeeper empied the sack on 
the counter, containing about $10 in 
small change. The squaw’s eyes and 
those of the buck glittered. 

“Here,” said Douglas, as he shoved 
the coins toward them. “give me the 
stone." 
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STRAIN IS TeX 
ON FATHERLAND 


With Army and Navy Quostion Is Asked 
If Germany Can Koep 
It Up. 


Berlin, Feb, 18.—Is Germany cap- 
able of withstanding the financial 
strain of its growing armaments,which 
are already enormous, but which are 
steadily increasing year by year? 

The Fatherland has a standing army 
of 500,00 men and 3,000,000 in its re- 
serves. Its fleet is rapidly attaining to 
a foremost position among the navies 
of the world, Each year sees an ad- 
ditional enormous sum devoted to the 
construction of Dreadnoughts, more 
money spent on big guns, higher ex- 
nenditure for improving the personnel 
of the navy, and side by side with this 
enormous and increasing burden, a 
steady growth in the cost of maintain- 
ing the army. 

The last scheme of taxation intro- 
duced: by the administration in the 
summer of 1909 and accepted by the 
imperial legislature, so raised the tax- 
ation that there are many who declared 
the country has reached the limit of 
endurance. 

Whether or not this is true is a vital 
avestion for Germany because success 
in its contest for the world’s suprem- 
acy, waged In competition mainly with 
England, now depends on money, and 
on money alone. England is certainly 
not far from a point—for it is seriously 
alarmed—where It will decide to build 
two dreadnoughts to every one which 
Germany undertakes, More than this, 
many English naval authorities, sup- 
ported by influential bodles of poli- 
ticians, business men and patriots are 
clamoring for the construction by 
Great Britain of twenty dreadnoughts 
at once, so that the country's maritime 
supremacy may be definitely establish- 
ed for many years to’ come. This would 
mean ‘a. corresponding demand upon 
Germany, so that it has become clear 
that the winer in the great contest will 
be the nation with the resources to 
withstand the financial strain of in- 
creasing armament for the longest 
time, 

One of Germany's greatest political 
economists::and_ scientists, Prof. Bal- 
lod, has-just publisher a highly inter- 
esting treatise.in which he deals with 
the question whether the Fatherland's 
enormous expenditures for military 
and naval purposes are reducing it to 
financial ruin, 

The professor proves by oficial sta- 
tistics that Germany's private fortunes 
have increased $12,500,000,000 within 
a decade, and the records of fire in- 
surance companies Indicate a similar 
increase in the value of tangible pro- 
perty, Nor is the country's prosperity 
limited to the rich,workingmen's wages 
having shown an average increase of 
48 per cent. in twenty-two years. 


Alongside of this growth in wealth 
and wages, the professor denies that 
there has been a coresponding increase 
in the cost of living. The price of 
bread, he says, Is not rising. He asserts 
that coffee, sugar, tea, clothing and 
other common necessaries of life are 
cheaper than they were a quarter of a 
centur ago. 

His statistics prove—or seem to 
prove—that the per capita consump- 
tion of rye, wheat, potatoes, sugar,cof- 
fee, and particularly beer, is materially 
increasing. There has also been a con- 
! siderable per capita increase in the 
consumption of meat. Altogether, the

; jew al sunrise and sunset at this point 
is reached at Brule Lake, two hundred 


and nine miles west of Edmonton, 
where, to the west, on the opposite side 
of the Lake, along which the railway 
runs, is seen a high range of moun- 
tains, the principal one of which is 
Bulrush Mountain, rising from eight to 
ten thousand feet above the sea level. 
The Lake itself is an enlargement of 
the Athabasca River, seven miles long, 
half a mile wide, and a splendid view 
is had from the grade. Seven miles 
further on is Fiddle Creek, with Fold- 
ing Mountain rising above the valley to 
a height of about nine thousand feet, 
and on the north side high rugged 
mountains stand up boldly with vertical 
cliffs and steep rocky slopes. The Atha- 
basca Valley is from one to two miles 
wide at this point and most beautiful. 
Continuing west, the railway follows 
the Athabasca, with *anges of moun- 
tains rising to dizzy heights on both 
sides of the grade. The principal moun- 
tains at this point are Roche Miette on 
the east side and Roche Suette on the 
left side. The derivation of Roche 
Miette is partly from the Freneh and 
Cree Indian language, Roche being 
French for “rock,” and the word Mi- 
ette, the Cree for “sheep.” 
Among tho Hot Springs. 

Looking towards t he west from this 
point about ten miles distant is seen the 
Fiddle Back range, an imposing pile of 
a'series of peaks which lower towards 
the sky. and are covered with snow, 


Near this point and 
on Fiddle Greek is a series of hot 
| springs reached by trail, the route be- 
ling about ten miles. There are about 
eleven springs, the most valuable and 
fprominent of which are four that are 
‘elose together, The temperatures of 
j these springs, are one hundred and 
‘ twenty seven degrees, one hundred and 
' twenty degrees, one hundred and six- 
teen degrees and one hundred and 
eleven degrees Fahrenheit. The water 
is sulphurous and very buoyant, From 
a medicinal point of view the efficacy 
of these waters is apparent, as the in- 
habitants for miles around make annual 
pilgrimages to the springs for the 
theatment of several ailments. 
Mountain sheep and bear are 
found in goodly numbers in this vicin- 
ity and partridges abound in the for- 
est. Hunting, however, Is not allowed 
in Jasper Park, and the regulations are 
strictly enforced by the Government 
guardians.

Mrs. Richards believes that women 
when overfed are less apt to have 
children than when not so highly 
nourished. 

“Overwork,” she says ‘bears the 
blame forthe breakdowns which are 
s0 common, but overwork is almost 
impossible to the well nourished per- 
gon. The well-fed constantiy driven 
horse turns back one ear at the snap 
of the whip. The brain is the most 
sensitive of all organs to the poison 
of imperfectly digested food or in- 
amed_ tissues. 

“The American farmer and wage 
earner thinks he has made a great ad- 
vance when he can say, ‘We keep help 
now, and my wife and daughter can sit 
in rocking chairs and read novels,’ but 
with the leisure and lack of interesting 
occupation comes the habit of nib- 
bling sweets with the novels—the per- 
verted taste in food as well as in lit- 
eralure, 

“The girls have more food and less 
work than is good for them, with the 
logical biological result that grand- 
children fail, It is not over-education, 
but overnutrition which threatens race 
extinction. 

“To quote Professor Patten: ‘'For- 
merly the underfed failed to survive. 
Now it is the overfed among whom 
the elimination is taking place. The 
ideal of health is to obtain complete 
nutrition. Overnutrition, as well as 
undernutrition, weakens the body and 
subjects it to evils that: make it inca- 
pable of survival. The abundance of 
food now induces men and women to 
eat and drink more than their systems 
can stand.’ 

“Just as a suggestion, we may say 
that for the family table 40 cents a day 
per person is+«ample. Thirty cents 
should suffice, and the brain worker 
will thrive on 25 cents per day. 

“The majority of women who throng 
the stores may be divided into two 
classes. First is the careful housewife 
with a long list, who is appalled at the 
prices of the restaurant and who tries 
to finish her day of unaccustomed ex- 
ercise on a slice of {.ust or a cup of 
tea, or takes chocolate eclairs of a 
small ice cream, with the natural con- 
sequence of a raging headache, blunted 
judgment and unsatisfactory  pur- 
chases,

“The other kind is the woman who 
boards and who means to eat some- 
thing she likes or something new and 
who does not mind the time it takes. 
She goes down town nearly every day 
and she does not travel half the city 
over in one day, as does the other 
woman. She saunters. slowly along 
one street or two at the most, Her 
luncheon consists of a medley of cro- 
quettes, salads, and. sweets which 
could never agree, dishes dressed over 
so that the original ingredients may 
never be revealed, and she pays from 
50 to 75 cents for the next day in bed, 
or perhaps a physician, and her fam- 
ily pays in unhappiness.

The confluence of the Athabasca and 
the Miette Rivers is reached about two 
hundred and forty miles west of Ed- 
monton.

In modern times there has been 1) 
stranger combination of spiritual dual- 
ism than Leo Tolstoy. He started off, 
as all the world knows, careless and 
licentious. He was never tired of cas- 
tigating himself for those early years. 
Most of our Hves, he has said in one 
of his frankest confessions, begin on 
the plane Of animalism and instinct. 
“Tn the first-stage a man lives only for 
hiinself, for his passions and impulses; 
for eating and drinking; for passing 
the time merily; for hunting and for 
female society.” For thirty years his 
own life, he tells us, was no different 
from the rest. Then, for almost the 
first time, but with increasing fervor, 
he began to think of the welfare of 
others 

The positions to which Tolstoy ad- 
vanced grew logically out of the spir- 
itual and psychological deadlock in 
which he found himself, He was push- 
ed on resistlessly by the inner urge of 
his own nature. His friend, Aylmer 
Maude, a man who literally “left all’ 
to follow him, tells the familiar story, 
with a wealth of detail and engaging 
frankness, in a newly published bio- 
graphy, “The Life of Tolstoy,” two 
volumes. ‘Many men,” he says, “at 
the age of puberty, or at any rate 
while their minds were still maturing, 
have experienced the change known as 
‘conversion.’ What is unusual about 
the story of Tolstoy’s conversion is 
that it came so late in life and so grad-

Mmportant part of the Senp:cures, and

commandments on which his soci- 
logical gospel was based, namely: 

(1) Do not be angry. (Matt. v., 21). 

(2) Do not lust. (Matt. v., 27). 

(3) Do not give away the control of 
your future actions by taking oaths. 
(Matt. v., 33). 

(4) Do not resist evil. (Matt. v., 38) 

(5) Do not withhold love from: any 
one, (Matt. v., 43), 

The familiarity of Tolstoy’s texts 
and the reverence in which they are 
held by the orthodox convey again a 
sense of religious innoceuce _and 
harmlessness. But, in Tolstoy’s in- 
terpretation, the words of Jesus be- 
came as a flaming sword which he 
used to cleave the dearest traditions 
and institutions of the world. Gov- 
ernment, the army, courts of justice, 
prisons, churches, marriage, property, 
fell under the ban of his fiercest criii- 
cism. He declared that, weighed in 
the balances of true Christian love, 
they were all “found wanting.”

God ‘is life. Live seeking God, and 
then you will not live without God.” 
And more than ever before, “all with- 
in him and around him lit up, and the 
light did not abandon ‘him,” 


It was not.a personal God that Tol- 
stoy came to believe in. He was never 
willing to affirm. personal God. What 
the did accept was the idea of a Will 
which had produced him and desired 
something of him. “There are two 
Gods,” he told Mr. Maude, years later; 
and went on to explain: “There is the 
God people generally ‘believe in--a God 
who had to serve them (sometimes in 
very refined ways, perhaps by merely 
giving them peace of mind). This God 
does not exist. But the God whom 
people forget—the God whom we all 
have to serve—does exist and is the 
prime cause of our existence and of 
all that we perceive.” 


On no single point were Tolstoy's 
views so extreme as on the sex ques- 
tion. His “Krentzer Sonata” marked 
the beginning of a propaganda direct- 
ed toward inculcating the idea that all 
sex relation is sinful. “The Christian 
ideal,” he contended, “is that of love 
of God and one's fellew-men, whereas 
sexual love, marriage, is a service of 
self and consequently in any case.an 
obstacle to the service of God’ and 
man, and therefore, from a:Christian 
point of view, a fall, a sin.” 

The lengths to which Tolstoy. was 
driven by inexorable logic are clear- 
ly defined in a letter to an American 
clergyman, Adin Ballou. He argues 
that the principle of non-resistance to 
evilis so sacred that “a true Christian 
will always prefer to be killed by a 
madman, rather than to deprive thim 
of his liberty.” He goes on to say of 
property:.“A true Christian not only 
cannot claim any rights of property, 
but the term property cannot have 
any significance for him. All that he 
uses, a Christian only uses till some- 
body take it from him. He = cannot 
defend his property,so he cannat have 
any.” 


In this conception of Deity Tolstoy's 
humanitarian passion was rooted. He 
began to reason, and later to write, 
along such lines of argument as this: 

“We feel that we ought to be hap- 
py, yet find happiness unattainable. 
This is because our aim is not a single 
one. We seek an animal good, bu: 
what we really long for, if we but 
know it, is spiritual good.” 

“We are members one of another. 
The life of self-sacrifice is the only 
reasonable life, and love dwells in 
every heart, leading us towards such a 
life. To make this our object solves 
life’s apparent contradictions. 

“True hapiness begins only with the 
birth which enables us to see that the 
thing to aim at is not our own person- 
al welfare; and enables us honestly to 
say: ‘I want nothing for myself?” 

Nothing could be more innocent 
than such expressions of faith in God 
and the law of love, and yet they led 
to Tolstoy's bitterest controversies 
and to his final excommunication by 
the Russian Orthodox iChurch. He 
was a Theist, but not, techn'cally 
speaking, a Christian. He did not be- 
lieve in the Divinity of Christ; lhe even 
went so far as to admit, at one time, 
that there were good reasons for sup-

i (Calgary News-Telegram) 

Now that Calgary has approved a 
vlan for the piping of natural gas from 
Bow Island, 150 miles away, the Ed- 
monton Capital urges the residents of 
the northern city to embark on a simi- 
lar scheme rather than grant a fran- 
chise to the artificial gas company 
which would entail 32 gas, The Cap- 
ital slates that the Calgary idea is 
well worth considering in’ Edmonton, 
as it sees no reason why gas, if it can 
de piped from Bow Island to Calgary, 
could not be piped from Pelican Rapids 
to. Edmonton—a distance of 150 miles. 
The Capital asserts that the largest gas 
well in the world exists al Pelican Ra- 
pids, and that gas has been found, as 
well, at Athabasca Landing. It sug- 
gests that investigation might show 
that gas ‘existed in large quantities to 
the south of Pelican Rapids. 

Calgary's advice to Edmonton will be 
to inquire into the feasibility of secur- 
ing natural gas before granting any 
long-term franchise to an artificial gas 
company. If natural gas can be se- 
sured by the capital for 35 cents per 
thousand cubie feet—the price Calgary 
has contracted to pay for it—it would 
be poor business to engage to take arti- 
ficial gas at $2 per thousand cubic 
feel.

ber, and dairy and farm products, and: 


that the loud-voiced discontent of 
Canadian farmers would be assuaged 
by a substantial reduction in the tariff 
upon agricultural implements. The 
actual proposal fulfills these expecta- 
tions. Not only farm products and 
machinery, but many manufactures are 
included. There are extensive free 
lists. The British preferential rates 
are to be equalized with the new du- 
ties. 

=. 

This measure goes a long way to 
satisfy the growing economic needs of 
the two peoples. For the absurdity, 
the waste, the inhumanity of these 
hard-set barriers, forbidding neighbors 
of the same blood and‘language from 
supplying to one another the food and 
fuel which one possesses.in abundance 
and of which the other is in need, have 
been becoming more apparent during 
recent years. At many points along 
the northern frontier of the Republic 
have arisen great manufacturing cen- 
tres, thickly populated and requiring 
huge circuits of country to furnish 
their daily food, their lumber, iron, 
and other raw materials, together with 
tlfe power to run ‘their factories and 
workshops. Beyond the same frontier 
vast tracts of agricultural and stock- 
raising land have been occupied by in- 
coming streams of settlers, able and 
willing to work the fields, forests, and 
mines, Which are needed to supply 
these” American’ demands, while at 
the same time they are eager to take 
payment in terms of those very manu- 
factures which their labors cheapen 
and facilttate. Nowhere are the ad- 
vantages of free exchange greater and 
more obvious. No wonder the west- 
ern farmers of Canada are almost to a 
man enthusiastic Free Traders, and 
that, starting first from the developed 
manufactures of New England, the 
demand for reciprocity with Canada 
has spread all through the frontier 
States of the Middle and Far west, 
breaking up the solidarity of the great 
Repwhblican party, with its high pro- 
tective policy. 

The retention of this obvious barrier 
to free exchange is a striking instance 
of the power which political sentiment 
can exercise to damage the true inter- 
ests of two nations. During the whole 
generation succeeding the Civil War, 
the substantial relations of the two 
countries continued to render amica- 
ble arrangements well-nigh impossi. 
ble. The inequolity in wealth, popula- 
tion, and status was too great and ob- 
vious, and made itself felt in every ap- 
proach. The United States flaunted 
her superior strength and size. Can- 
ada did not possess the well-founded 
self-confidence needed to meet con- 
tempt with equanimity. Now that 
Canada is advancing swiftly in popula- 
tion and in wealth, and has won the 
dignity and self-reliance of her status 
zs a great new-world power, she is 
able to take a calmer consideration of 
her true interests. © Meanwhile, the 
actual pressure of economic needs in 
the United States, with her ninety mil- 
lions of people, compels her Govern- 
ment to favor some loosening of bar- 
riers. If the proposed legislation goes 
through Congress, it must be estima- 
ted, not only on its immediate value, 
which is large, but as a precedent for 
further steps of industrial co-operation 
between the two nations, which may 
take place at an accelerated pace when 
this utility is attested by experience. 

There are, we know, Imperialists 
disposed to view with alarm this tariff 
arrangement with America as inimical 
to the solidarity of the Empire. That 
Canadians themselves do not so re- 
gard it is evidenced by the fact thit 
the great farmers’ demonstration, held 
recently at Ottawa, urged on the Gov- 
ernment, as a simultaneous policy, re- 
ciprocity with the Jnited States and 
Free Trade with the Mother Country. 
Full Free Trade in our English sense 
can hardly be said to lie within the 
range of practical politics for Canada.

implications of this co-operation are 
even more satisfactory, when taken in 
conjunction with the Nberal sugges- 
thons for permanent and general arbi- 
tration between Great Britain and the 
United States recently put forward in 
the most friendly spirit by Mr. Taft 
and supported by many men of in- 
fluence in both countries. A general 
arbitration treaty of this sort, to which 
this country, the United States, and 
Canada’ should be parties, would, in 
our judgment, form the soundest pos- 
stble foundation for that alliancé of 
the English-speaking nations which 
should perform in the future a service 
of incomparable value in the preser- 
vation of che peace of the civilized 
world. Many thoughful students of 
' politics, watching the menacing clouds 
which show on the horizon, are turn- 
ing to some such effective co-oper- 
ation of powerful Anglo-Saxon peo- 
ples as the best safeguard of civiliza- 
tion. But to those in this country who 
entertain «this view, one word of 
warning is essential. No hearty or 
lasting co-operation with the United 
! States or Canada will be practicable 
while we refuse Ireland Home Rule 
and while our present association with 
Japan continues. We may be loth tq 
break away from an experiment whica, 
however dark and ‘hazardous, appear- 
ed to oarry in it certain elements of 
present utility. But it is best to face 
the facts. There is, of course, nothing 
in our Japanese alliance to interfere 
with the most liberal arrangements for 
arbitration with America. Burt such 
an Anglo-Amer.can-Canadian alliance 
as might not unreasonably emerge 
from the closer political and com- 
mercial relations between these coun- 
tries is an impossibility so long as our 
Japanese engagement. holds.—(The 
Nation.)

| In 1906 and 1907 new offices were 
coming into existence with a toadstool 
growth, a new firm starting business 
almost every day of the week. 
divisions were thrown on the market 
with amazing rapidity and were taken 
up by investors almost as quickly as 
the deeds of sale could be made out, 
sometimes quicker. 

Some marvellous tales are told of 
the quick rises in price of property in 
that year, of how one man would buy 
a lot on Monday and sell it Tuesday 
for double the purchase price. Real 
estate agents who were doing business 
at that time say that these yarns are 
mostly invented. 

Between June fst, 1907, and May 
3{ist, 1908, the number of real estate 
dealers had dropped to 98. The mar- 
ket was becoming calm again and sub- 
divisions were not thrown open to the 
public with such Mberality as in the 
previous year, and by the end of the 
year 1908 the number of realty brok- 
ers had undergone a further decrease, 
only about fifty being left when the 
new year was ushered in. 

The following year, 1909, showed 
a slight increase. In all that year 59 
real estate licenses were issued from 
the municipal licensing department, In 
1910 the number had increased to 76 
and from the first of this year until 
the present time 80 licenses have been 
issued by the city, a far greater num- 
ber than was ever before issued dur- 
ing the same period, 

The following is the record of-the 
number of licenses issued to real es- 
tate offices during the past six years: 

June, 1905, to May, 1906.... 69 

June, 1906, to May, 1907....109 

June, 1907, to May, 1908.... 98 

June, 1908, to Dec., 1908.... 46 

Jan., 1909, to Dec., 1909.... 59 

Jan., 1910, to Dec., 1910.... 76 

Jan., 1911, to Feb., 1911.... 80 

The difference between the prices 
paid for lots ten years ago and at the 
present time is Indicative of the growth 
of the city. Some of them are re- 
markable.

cropped, produces the same feeds that 
are harvested in the lower Missouri 
River valley. One of the great works 
of Professor Shaw is the extension of 
the territory in which winter wheat 
may be grown. The productivity of 
the northern wheat flelds will he in- 
creased nearly 50 per cent. when the 
mission of Professor Shaw is accom- 
plished, 

Some of the methuds of the agri- 
cultural scientist may be observed in 
the work of Professor Shaw in win- 
ter wheat. Simple application of a 
simple principle is all that is neces- 
sary to accomplish the successful 
srowing of the great staple bread- 
stuffs in the north, 

“Protection leng enough to allow 
the wheat to get established in the 
soil is all that is necessary," declared 
Professor Shaw in the course of a 
conversation, “One of the methods 
of gaining the protection is to plant 
corn on the proposed wheat flelds. 
When the corn has reached a sum- 
cient height the fodder-may be cut 
away, leaving a series of rows, dress- 
ing the fleld) preferably east and 
west, cutting the line of the prevail- 
ing wind. Let the wheat be planted 
atl the proper seeding time in the fall. 
When the winter snows come the 
standing cornslalks will hold enough 


of the drift lo cover the wheat se- 
curely, Or the same thing may be 
aecomplished by sowing wheat — on 


barley stubble. It is but-a question |. 
of holding the snows during the win- 
ler weather.” 

The success of this method has been 
amply demonstrated by Prof. Shaw on 
experimental tracts in Montana. 
Thousands of acres of winter wheat 
are grown by this method near Fargo 
and Moorhead, in North Dakota. 

“Eventually winter wheat ean 
be grown as fer north as the north 
branch of the Saskatehewan river, in 
Canada,"' said Professor Shaw, 

The success of the dry farmer work- 
ing under scientific methods is shown 
by an experiment conducted at Cut 
Bank, Mont, where a crop of 20 
bushels of wheat to the acre was pro- 
duced in a season when the total rain- 
fall for the growing period was but 
Ee inches. The year in which this 
Wheat was produce d, September, 1909, 
to September 1910, but six inehes of 
rain fell, In the northwestern states 
there are millions of acres yet to be 
planted where such obstacles do not 
have to be overcome. The experiment 
devotes the suecess of the method 
under extreme lest. This is a triumph 
of the “hook farmer." i 

“Theer are 10,000,000 acres in Ore- 

gon alone, which ought to be set to 
work producing food, whieh are now 
growing nothing more important than 
ragged ‘sagebrush, "said Prof. Shaw. 
“But wheer sagebrush can srow crops 
can be produced. The time will come 
when these 0,000,000 acres will have 
to be farmed."
